SHEEP,  MUTTON,  LiUvB  AHD  WOOL  - AI'Ti\LYSIS  OE  EOEEIGN  TRADE  OE 

THE  UNITED  STATES 


Sheep 

Exports  of  sheep  though  relatively  small  advanced  from  only  a few 
thousand  head  prior  to  the  Civil  War  to  an  average  of  381,000  head  during 
1901-1S05;  our  period  of  heaviest  export.  However,  for  most  years  imports 
exceed  exports.  Eajrly  in  the  70' s sheep  in  largo  numhers  hegcji  to  he  imi- 
ported  from  Mexico  and  Cana.da  so  tha.t  most  suhsopucnt  years  show  a balance 
in  favor  of  imports,  reaching  a high  point  in  1893  when  net  imports  amounted 
to  423,000  head.  The  last  10  years  are  marked  hy  a decided  decline  in  both 
imports  and  exports,  average  net  imports  during  1924-1929  amounting  to  only 
28,000  head.  Average  erport  values  per  hea.d  during  the  last  30  years  have 
ranged  from  $3.24  to  $21.75  per  head. 

Mutton  and  Lamb 


Eoreigii  trade  in  mutton  and  lamb  is  small  in  proportion  to  other 
meats.  Prior  to  1914  the  balance  had  favored  exports,. but  with  two 
exceptions,  subsequent  years  show  net  imports  ranging  from  1,000,000  pounds 
to  46,000,000  pounds,  most  of  it  coming  from  Argentina,  Australia  and 
New  Zealand. 

Only  small  quantities  go  to  Alaska,  Hawaii  a:id  Porto  Rico,  shipments 
to  these  three  possessions  amounting  to  less  than  1,000,000  pounds  annually* 

Wool 

Albhough  the  United  States  is  the  world's  third  largest  producer  of 
wool,  production  has  never  been  equal  to  domestic  consumption.  Average 
wool  production  during  1925-1929  amounted  to  331,003,000  pounds  as  compared 
with  an  average  of  313,548,000  pounds  during  the  pre-war  years,  or  nearly 
6 per  cent  above  the  pre-war  level.  , Notwithstjuiding  this  increase  in  pro- 
duction foreign  wools  make  up  a larger  per  cent  of  our  total  consumption 
thaii  they  did  before  the  war.  Later  post-war  years  show  that  approximately 
45  per  cent  of  all  the  wool  consumed  in  this  country  was  supplied  from 
foreign  sources  whereas  during  1910-1914  only  about  40  per  cent  was  of 
foreign  origin.  During  1925-1929  the  a.verage  net  imports  of  wool  amounted 
to  273,332,000  pounds  as  compared  with  an  a.verage  of  203,578,000  pounds  dur- 
ing the  5 years  immediately  preceding  the  war  or  an  increase  of  34  per  cent. 

A large  volume  of  our  imports  come  from  Australia,  and  Argentina.,  the 
only  countries  surpa.ssing  the  Uni^ted  States  in  wool  production  and  a con- 
sidera.ble  quantity  is  also  credited  as  coming  from  the  United  Kingdom. 
Eormerly  a.  large  per  cent  v/as  purchased  on  British  markets  and  reported  in 
our  official  tra.de  sta.tistics  as  coming  from  that  country.  However,  these 
imports  from  the  Urhted  Kingdom  consisted  largely  of  coloniad.  wools  shipped 
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there  for  rcso^le.  As  a resul't  of  the  chojitTss  in  niarkotins  methods  cjid  the 
rearrojigemoiit  of  the  great  trohe  routes  which  followed  the  \Yorld  War,  much 
of  the  wool  whicii  a few  years  ago  was  purchased  on  British  mo.rkets  is  now 
Bought  directly  from  the  primairy  rnarkets  of  Australia,  kew  Zoclrud  raid 
British  South  Africa* 

Boston  is  the  most  important  port  of  entry  serving  as  an  important 
distrioution  point  to  the  great  wool  manuf actming  centers  of  the  ea„st« 
k large  volume  of  the  comhing  wool  is  received  through  the  port  of  Boston 
hut  in  recent  years  it  has  stood  second  to  Philavdelphia.  in  imports  of 
clothing  wool.  Idle  hulk  of  the  carpet  wool  enters  the  country/”  through 
hew  York  and  Philadelphia  with  Boston  ranldng  third. 

When  compared  with  imports  and  domestic  production,  United  Stakes 
exports  of  wool  ane  unimportant.  In  1915,  a little  over  8,000,000  pounds 
IV as  shipped  to  foreign  countries  hut  in  most  normal  years  exports  have 
amounted  to  considerahly  less  than  1,000,000  pounds.  Though  a.hove  the  pre- 
wan  level,  average  exports  during  1925-1929  were  still  insignificant 
amouiting  to  only  328,000  pouids. 

Reexports  show  considerahle  fluctuakion,  ranging  from  605,000 
pouids  in  1919  to  a maxi'.num  of  33,152,000  pouids  in  1924.  Most  of  the 
reexports  during  1924  went  to  the  United  Kingdom.  In  that  year  prices  in 
Uhe  United  Stakes  v/ere  very  little  over  those  prevailing  in  the  Unihed 
Kingdom  and  with  our  ta,riff  of  31  cents  per  pound  resulted  in  an  umsually 
large  volume  of  foreign  wool  being  diverted  to  British  momkets. 

Clothing  and  comhiug  wool 

Approximately  48  per  cent  of  our  total  imports  a,re  made  up  of 
clothing  and  comhing  wool,  about  a third  of  which  comes  from  AustraAia 
and  at  leant  another  third  from  Argentina  and  Uruguay/.  An  increase  in 
imports  from  Australia  and  a decline  in  imports  from  Argentina  have  been 
features  of  the  later  post-war  years.  Uniguay,  .the  Union  of  South  Africa 
and  New  Zealand  are  sending  us  larger  quautitics  than  they  did  before  the 
War,  luring  1935-1929  avera,';;;e  imports  of  clothing  and  combing  wool  amouitod 
to  136,870,000  pounds  as  compared  with  an  average  of  102,117,000  loounds 
during  1910-1914  or  on  increase  of  34  per  cent. 

Carpet  Wool 

At  lea,st  half  of  our  total  wool  iirports  consist  of  ca^rpet  wool  v;hich 
does  not  compete  directly  with  the  wool  produced  in  the  United  States.  Dur- 
ing the  year  ended  Jrue  30,  1929,  imports  of  wool  of  this  type  amouited  to 

164.712.000  pounds  which  was  only  a little  below  the  maximun  reached  in 
1923  when  Anerican  bu^urs  took  171,879,000  pouids.  Average  imports  during 
the  last  5 years  amouited  to  142,276,000  pouids  as  a,galnst  an  a-verago  of 

105.124.000  imported  during  1910-1914  or  an  increase  of  35  per  cent. 
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China  supplied  33  per  cent  of  the  average  imports  of  carpet  wool 
during  1925-1929  and  the  United  Ilingdom  28  per  cent,  hoth  countries  supply- 
ing a somewhat  larger  proportion  than  during  the  5 years,  1910-1914*  British 
India  and  Argentina  send  us  more  carpet  wool  than  they  did  "before  the  war 
hut  Russia,  formerly  o’or  third  largest  source  of  supply  is  practically 
out  of  the  world  markets* 

Mohair  (hair  of  the  angora)  and  other  like  animals 

Imports  of  mohair  which  showed  considerable  increase  during  the  war 
and  the  years  immediately  following  reached  the  pealc  in  1923  when  imports 
amounted  to  10,072,000  pounds*  By  1928  imports  had  dropped  to  2,204,000 
pounds  the  lowest  point  since  1914  when  imports  of  mohair  were  first 
separately  reported.  At  least  2/3  of  the  imports  come  from  Turkey  and 
British  South  Africa* 

Separate  figures  are  not  available  for  hair  of  the  alpaca,,  cashmere 
and  other  like  animals  but  since  1920,  imports  of  these  commodities  as 
a whole  have  ranged  between  200,rKl0  pounds  and  1,400,000  pounds  annually* 

A large  per  cent  of  the  "hair  of  the  adpaca  comes  from  Peiu.,  hair  of  the 
casnmere  from  India  and  camels’  hair  from  China*

NONCONTIGUOUS  TERRITORY  - In  the  statistics  of  foreign  commerce  of 
the  United  States,  the  Philippine  Islands  and  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the 
United  States  are  treated  as  foreign  countries. 

The  statistics  of  foreign  commerce  include  the  trade  of  the  customs 
districts  of  Alsnka,  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  with  foreign  countries  but  do 
not  include  the  trade  of  these  territories  with  the  United  States. 

In  1903,  the  trade  with  Alaska,  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  was  for  the 
first  time  fully  and  definitely  recorded  (See  Commerce  and  Navigation  of 
the  United  States,  1903,  Vol.  1,  page  3l).  Therefore  separate  tables 
have  been  compiled  showing  shipments  from  the  United  States  to  Alaska, 
Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico,  1903-1929* 

The  collection  of  statistics  of  trade  with  all  noncontiguous  terri- 
tory Was  authorized  by  an  act  of  Congress,  April  29,  1902.
